from midshipmen not to

in 


lazing and for allowing the boys to 
think the pledge was personal to him 
and did not hold after Rear Admiral 
Sands became superintendent at An- 
napolis. Lieut. C. P. Snyder is also 
ensured mildly for having 
counte- 


nanced hazing. 


Graduated punishment for hazing 


.s recommended by the sub-commit- 
tee, which is firmly of 
the opinion 


hat 'the present system of expelling 
all midshipmen found, guilty of haz- 
ng- is vicious. Rear Admiral Sands 
and other officers now at the academy 
are praised for the discipline they are 
maintaining. 
The report shows tha't 


adet officers have been 
chiefly 
re- 


sponsible for hazing. 


The sub-committee found that 281 


members of the three upper classes 
at the academy, including the class 
recently graduated, have been guilty 
of hazing and on trial could 
be ex- 


pelled from the academy. 
The result 


would be a great loss to the govern- 
ment, in 'the opinion of the 
members 


of the committee, who 
found 
that 


many of the offenses were trivial. 


Investigation 
showed there 
are 


hree forms of hazing at Annapolis— 
physical hazing, running and fagging. 
They are defined in the report. The 
physical hazing consists of fighting, 
compelling midshipmen to stand on 
their heads and other much discussed 
means of punishment. 
Fagging is 


the forcing of under class men to do 
menial service for upper class men. 
Running is forcing under class men 
o do ridiculous feats.

During Exercise* — Custom Dates 
From Early Days of ths British 
Navy — No Salutes Fired Between 
Suncet and Sunri e, 


Tbe cercincaies attending th« aa- 


suinption b( a command afloat, wheth- 
er it to be a fleet, squadron, division 
or singlo ship, are dignified in charac- 
ter and impressive in significance. 


It is provided in our nava! regula- 


tions that when a fiag officer goes on 
board a ship to lake over the com- 
mand the officers of the vessel will be 
assembled in dress uniform on the 
side of the Quarter deck toward which 
he enters; that the Captain will re- 
'ceive him at the gangway; that tho! 
marines will be paraded and the crews 
mustered at quarters, both ready for 
immediate inspection. At the moment 
the flag officer reaches the deck the 
officers and men salute, the marina 
guard prescms arms, the drums aro 
beaten and the bugles flourished, and 
the band plays a lively march. Soon 
after his flag is brokon out at tn« 
masthead and salu-ted with the number 
cf guns appropriate to his rank. Aa a 
limitation on this latter provision for 
saluting a new rule appears in the reg- 
ulations for 1905. though the reason 
for the change is unknown, save, per- 
haps,, that it causes a saving in noise 
and in gunpowder. 


It may be interesting to note how, in 


the several degrees of naval rank, the 
number of guns and the other honors 
are allotted. An admiral, for example, 
is entitled to a salute of seventeen 
guns, to four ruffles of the drum and 
four flourishes of the bugle. A vice 
admiral to fifteen guns and three ruf- 
fles and flourishes; a rear admiral <to 
thirteen guas, two ruffles and flourish- 
es. and a commodore to eleven gtuis 
and one ruffle and flourish. The com- 


aadant of the Marine Corps, it may 


be- said in passing, is entitled to the 
same salute and honors as a naval 
officer of corresponding rank", and a 
captain or commander appointed to 
command a squadron receives for the 
time being the salute and other hon-" 
ors due to the acting rank conferred 
upon him. In all casss where a mar- 
ine guard is paraded for an officer 
whose rank entiles him to a salute of 
eleven guns or more the band, if there 
be one. is paraded with the marine 
guard. 


In addition to tlvsse salutes for naval 


and military officers there are other 
honors and distinctions, varying with 
rank and precedence, accorded 
the 


Vice President, former Prtsidents, the 
president or tho sovereign of a foreign 
State and members of royal families. 
A little lower in the scale honors and 
distinctions are also provided for Cab- 
inet officers. Chief Justices, Governors, 
members of Congress^ diplomatic ren- 
resentatives and Consuls. 
Under or- 


dinary circumstances salutes are not 
fired except by authorized ships. In 
the absence of special 
instructions 


from the Navy Department the armed 
ships that may tender these honors 
are vessels of all classes that carry 
ten or more broadside guns, or such 
as are commanded by a captain or 
commander, .providirg they mount four 
or more light, quick firing pieces prac- 
tically of ihe same size and volume of 
report and mcuntetj in suitable places 
on the hull. 
Sarh are 
specifically 


known as saluting ships. 


In cases where, from any special 


cause, a ship from which a salute in 
compliment to a foroign Power or of- 
ficer may reasonably be expected is 
unabl-e to salute the 
circumstances

Finally, when from any special cir- 


cumstances the omission to salute can- 
net bo explained without giving of- 
fence to a foreign Power c>r officer, 
whites are to be flr.fd by any ship 
which can do so with safety. 


In the old days of sail it was custo- 


nnry when saluting sea officers to hoist 
r.e jib as a compliment, but this is 
now forbidden except as a return to 
i similar oH fashioned courtesy. Prob- 
ably the greatest line of demarkation 
bef\vcen salutes is shown 'Io officials 
vhose rank entitles them to nineteen 
ir more guns. These receive full hon- 
ors, including the salute with guns on 
lie occasion of every visit, while oth- 
r officials, whether naval, military 
r civil, are not saluted by 'the same 
Wp at the same port or by a naval 
cation oftem-r than once in twelve 
mmths unless such official has been 


dvancert in rank. 
Saliitiug with guns is as ancient as 


ho guns themselves. The naval writ- 
rs of the Stuart and Commonwealth

becoming popular. 


Contrary to general opinion snuff us- 


ing is not confined to, or even eacce-p- 
tier-ally prevalent among th-3 foreign 
elcm»nr. According to one man who 
has ir.ado snuff in Chicago for half a 
lifetime, it is the native born Ameri- 
can cf the Southern States who buys 
most of the snuff sold in this country. 
The foreign born snuff user is not so 
numerous, nor does his weakness for 
th-e simulant .cost_Jll!n_ so_m.uch_ as it 
does the Southern cf tbe larger cities. 
Thi- great bulk of snuff manufactur- 


ing, 
as w*ell as consuming, is done in 


the South. As the snuff is made al- 
most exclusively frcm the leaf grown 
ia that section, it is a ma-ttar of econ- 
omy to have the factories there. The 
snuff made in this country is manu- 
factured principally frcm Virginia, 
Tennessee or Kentucky tobacco fields. 
The quality of the tobacco used corn- 
pares favorably wiih that ptft into th« 
best plug tobaccos. The laaf used is 
particularly ripe, as unripe leaf will 
spoil after making. 


Aside frcm the actual tobacco, the 


other ingredients u~ed in the composi- 
tion of snuff are cf a much higher 
grado than thcce used in help making 
plug tobacco. Tbe prices of the two 
are nearly the same. -Rose oil, oil of 
rosegeranium, claret and honey are 
used to give flavor and aroma to tne 
product generally, with tamarinds and 
St. John's bread ground if it is to hav« 
a fruit flavor. 


The first 'process In snuff manufac- 


ture is tbe grinding or pulverising. 
Occasionally a manufacturer ferment* 
his leaf before grinding, but accept- 
ed method is to first grind, then fer- 
ment 
The grinding is done mostly 


in what are termed "snuff mulls." 
These mulls are apothecary mortars 
on a large scale, with power rui; 
millstones for pestles. 
The capacity 


of a mull is about 150 pounds of leal 
tobacco. 
The tobacco is ground inte 


three grades—fine, medium and conrs*. 
The finest is used for the manufac- 
ture of higher grades of smiff, fat 
Scotch and Maccaboy brands. 


From the grinding room the leaf 


goes to the fermenting rcoms, where 
it is subjected to fermentation at from 
5*0 to 140 degrees of temperature, ac- 
cording to the degree of fermentation 
desired. The fermentation takes from 
twenty days to three months. In this

transformed, through the process oi 
fermentation, to a compact, coheeivc 
mass more akin to lampblack than to- 
bacco in any form. When it is ready 
for the mixer th« stuff is taken from 
the fermenting rocm, and the other in- 
gredients, the flavors and perfumery 
proporties, are kneaded in. 


Occasionally a lit1 le salt is add*<! 


to give the snuff more zest aad taste. 
Tbcn it is packed in jars, tins or pack- 
ages and is ready for shipment. Snufl 
is still packed, for the most part, in 
stone jarr as it has been done from 
time immemorial. No modern method 
has been found for packing it that will 
allow it to retain its coolness and 
niois-ture as well as does the old fash- 
ioned stone }ar. 


The work ot" making the snu£f 


nearly wholly in the hands of men. 
Girls are employed to do the pack- 
ing. The men who stick at the work 
for any length of time invariably be- 
come addicted to the use of the ar- 
ticle they manufacture. 
It is seldom 


that a girl found who does not abhor 
it; although among the people who are 
addicted to snuff as a national habit 
the women are not far behind the men 
as users. 


Seventy-five percent, of the snufl 


manufactured in this'country1 is made 
for what is termed "dipping," or snuff 
chewing. 
Tbe "snuff dipper" carries 


his snuff in a receptacle with a small 
brush, or stick, with the end smashed 
so as to hold tiny particles of the 
stimulant. 
The brush or stick 
in 


touched lightly to the nostrils, the 
user snuffing in the meanwhile. The 
snuff cliewer uses snuff much as plug 
tobacco is used. A small wad is rolled 
and placed between the gum and the 
upper lip. It is allowed to lie there 
much as a piece of tobacco -is tucked 
into the cheek. This is the prinripa 
manner of snuff consumption in this 
country.

MANURE WATER FOR PLANT 


Do Wot TJ*e Too Strong or Too Often 


and Only on Plants in Thrifty 


Condition. 


It will depend on the condition of the 


plant whether liquid manure should be 
used or not. It should be used only 
on plants that are in a thrifty aondi- 
tion, and that are growing fairly well, 
or that are coming into bloom, and for 
that reason require extra sustenance 
Liquid manure of a safe strength will 
be indicated by a very light straw 
color; but, besides taking the color as 
a guide, try this: Take a spray of fo'i- 
age, or even a leaf or weed, and dip 
in into the liquid; 
if,* after a. shore 


time, there is no visible evidence of 
injury, it may be considered safe 
use. Tf it is too strong, the foliage 
turn brown, or show some discolor- 
ation, with a withered 
appearanc? 


Commence its use by giving it once a 
week; if the plants respond to' such 
application, but still do not grow as 
may be supposed desirable, it may be 
used twice a week. The use of it 
be determined by constant observation 
and good judgment. Very often, the 
only trouble with "spindling" plants i<=. 
that they ara kept in too warm an at- 
mosphere, and one which lacks mois- 
ture.—The Commoner.

ILL-ADVISED AFFECTION. 


A small portion of orris root put into 


the ordinary washing water will impart 
* delicate perfume to the clothes. 


Two potatoes grated in a basin of 


warm water will give better results than 
soap in washing delicate flannel or wool- 
en goods, ribbons, etc. 


To keep the color of parsley, dip it for 


a minute or two in boiling water, then 
shake off the water and chop fine for 
soup or sauce. 


Moist hands are ruinous to light-col- 


ored gloves. 
A good remedy for the 


trouble is to bathe them frequently with 
a mixture composed of two ounces of 
cologne and one-quarter ounce of tinc- 
ture of beladonna. After this is rubbed 
well into the hands they may be 
sprinkled with talcum powder. 


A new idea in celery and apple salad 


is to grate the apples, which should lie 
tart and firm, into the mayonnaise dress- 
ing. The celery, shredded and crisp, 
should^ be served on 
chilled leltuc* 


leaves, with apple mayonnaise poured 
over.

with a soft cloth is an easy way of pro- 
ducing most shining results. 


Piano keys can be cleaned, as can any 


old ivory, by being rubbed with muslin 
dipped in alcohol. If very yellow, use i 
piece of flannel moistened with cologne 
water.

cream or vaseline, or, if they go to the 
other extreme, and are soft and ten- 
der, wax and alum will harden them.

of peace between Russia and Japan at 
Portsmouth, is one the like of which 
has

happened. 
The 


world had concluded that the war be- 
tween ths two great powers had con- 
tinued long enough, but the rulers of 
Europe hesitated to interfere, because 
interference under tbe conditions as 
they existed was unprecedented. 
The 


American president, who thought that 
peace was of greater importance than 
unbroken precedents," urged the two 
powers to get'together and agree on 
terms of settlement for their dispute. 
As he had behind him the sentiment 
of the world, the warring powers con- 
sented. 
Then, when the negotiators 


reached a deadlock, he again broke 
precedent by constituting himself 
a 


sort of chief arbitrator, and suggest- 
ed terms of compromise. 
The nego- 


tiators compromised, the armies were 
disbanded, and a new way for bring- 
ing wars to an end was established 
for the benefit of mankind. 


Next in order in the list of notable 


events is the peaceable dissolution of 
the 
union 
between 
Norway 
and 


Sweden. 
There might have been an 


appeal to arms when the Norwegians 
announced that if the king of the 
united nations would not consent -to 
the appointment of Norwegian consuls 
abroad, they would set up government 
for themselves. 
Then a commission 


was appointed to decide on the condi- 
tions of separation, and an independ- 
ent nation, with a king of Its own, 
has come into existence without the 
shedding of a drop of blood. 


Third In this list one should doubt- 


less place the granting of a constitu- 
tion to the Russians by the czar. 
Whatever be the outcome of the dis- 
orders In the empire, Nicholas 
will 


probably figure In history as the last 
of the autocrats. 
All friends of free- 


dom are hoping that he may also be 
known as the first of the rulers of a 
free Russia. 
The first effect of the 


order decreeing a constitution was to 
arouse the radicals to demand all the 
freedom enjoyed by peoples long accus- 
tomed 
to constitutional 
rule; and 


when their demands were not imme- 
diately granted they resorted to vio- 
lence, industrial strikes, mutiny and 
murder. 


Great Britain and Japan have en- 


tered into an offensive and defensive 
alliance in Asia for a period of ten 
years, thereby injuring the peace of 
the east for that period. 
Just at the 


close of the year the government of 
Great Britain passed from the hands 
of the unionists, who have held it 
more than ten years, to those of the 
liberals. 


A great change has come about In 


the relation of the Roman 
Catholic 


citizens of Italy to the government, as 
the pope has practically rescinded the 
decree of his predecessor 
forbidding 


them to vote in national elections. 
Large numbers of Catholics went to 
tbe polls for the first time at the Ital- 
ian elections last year. In France an 
act has been passed 
dissolving* the 


partnership between the church and 
the state which has existed for more 
than 100 years. 


In the United States the president

in 1904 has been inaugu-

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THE SUMMER AMUSEMENT PARK 


It does not seem possible, as the 


Spring special issue of The Billboard 


on 
•nggests, -that the 
expenditure 


Summer amusement parks in 
United States will this year 
exceed 


one hundred million dollars, but that 
it i» a fact goes to prove how great 
a country this one of ours really is. 
What other country in the 
world, — 


though some of them are idly pleas- 
ure loving, — could show an expendi- 
ture like this on a list of attractions 
which, at the best, will cater to but a 
•mall percentage of our vast popula- 
tion? 


To prove its estimate The Billboard 


g«t» together an array of facts on 
the subject of amusement parks that 
are as interesting as they are aston- 
ishing to any but those who "happen 
to be in close touch with the park 
business . To quote this authority 
tbere are 1,300 "traction parks" — rec- 
reation parks owned or controlled by 
•treet railway companies; there are 
600 Independent 
parks — those 
in 


which, the traction companies have 
no direct interest, and an unknown 
number 
of 
Mgarden|T 
"piers", 


"beaches" and "groves" of a more or 
le*s permanent character. 


This list does not include such 


great resorts as those of Coney Is- 
land, Atlantic City, Long Branch and 
a number of others on the Atlantic 
coast, neither some on the West 
coast because it is considered that 
these places have a certain perman- 
ency which ranks them above mere 
places of amusement, though the line 
of distinction between "permanency" 
and "amusement" in these cases must 
be Indeed a fine one. 


The Billboard explains the Summer 


amusement park as follows: 


The "park" in question opens its 


gates 'with the first balmy eve in May 
and folds its tents and puts up its 
ehu tiers at the slightest suggestion oi 
frost In autumn. 
The popular Sum 


mer amusement park is a distinctly 
modern Institution, and did not hap- 
pen until as late as ten years back 
when the "trolley line" began to look 
about for something to produce divi- 
dends In the smsllcr towns. Backed 
by the 'trolley lines' the 
'traction 


parks' were instituted. Built near the 
towns; sometimes on a lake, if there 
was one, or on a river, but as often 
in * grove where the tired masses 
were glad to go to escape the hot 
Bummer evenings in the town. These 
resorts have since been given more 
pretentious names. The first park of 
thli character is believed to have been 
located near Akron. Ohio. Hiawatha 
Park It then was, but is now known 
M Silver Lake Park. The experiment

These call for more thousand*. Then 
come the roller coasters ac a. prices* 
high as 110,000, water chute* up to 
$10,000, and a score of other wonder- 
ful special feature*, without some of 
which a park is hopelessly behind the 
times, and which cost .equally a* 
much. The park manager of today 
seeks to provide his 
patrons with 


greater variety of amusement 
fea- 


tures possible. The famous -Midway* 
of the World's Fair Columbian Expo- 
sition at Chicago did 
not 
provide 


more than is now offered by some of 
the 
more 
pretentious Amusement 


Parks. If anything, the laiter excel 
the 'Midway' in that their fixed fea- 
tures are of a more permanent char- 
acter. Supplementing ihe many perm- 
anent attractions are numerous con- 
cessions supplied by persons .who 
have their own outfits, and who pay a 
percentage of their receipt*, or a 
ground rent, for the privilege of op- 
erating within the 
park 
grounds. 


These features include portable mer- 
ry-go-rounds, moving picture'- .snows, 
tin-type galleries, freak 
and- .mon- 


strosity shows, fortune tellers, cane 
racks, glass blowers, wire workers, 
dealers in souvenir novelties and nu- 
merous other devices calculated 
to 


catch the nimble nickel. 
Some of 


these privilege features represent a 
considerable investment. It is easy 
to put $2.000 into a moving picture 
outfit. Merry-go-rounds and their var- 
iations known as the 'Ocean Wave' 
'Razzle Dazzle,' 
*Gondolas,' 
'Flying 


Jennies,' 'Carousels,' etc., are 
built 


more or less elaborately. The finest 
examples fitted with mirrors, polished 
brass; trimmings, large 
orchestrions 


and cars finely upholstered and dec- 
orated with-gold-leaf, wit electric mo- 
tors for pow«r, have coot-as much, as 
$15,000. The lavish, expenditure of 
money by- part; -owners and conces- 
sionaires is by no means a 
press 


agent's dream—it is true. The mot- 
to Is 'get the very best, get the most 
attractive.' It is the only 
way to 


catch the public patronage. Another 
consideration that increases the cost 
of construction is the safety of the 
public. 
Every amusement feature 


must be built not only to be strong 
and secure against accident, but to 
look strong as well. It is not enough 
to tell the public that the 
roller- 


coaster is safe—it must look 
safe. 


Consequently these devices are built 
of tie best material and braced in 
every conceivable manner. One ser- 
ious accident would ruin a park for 
several seasons, wiping out the en- 
tire 
investment as 
complete as 


though it had been destroyed by fire," 


The amusement parks in this vicin- 


ity are not numerous. The old bicy- 
cle .park afc the South End tias evi- 
dently not proved a paying invest- 
ment, but this may be somew-hat due 
to location *nd fitness of ground as 
Portsmouth Field, belonging to the 
city, seems to pay fairly well. The 
old Rockingham trotting park is also 
of the past, though still used about 
once or twice a year.

Care of Flat irons.

This force of mounted police is or- 


sanized strictly on military lines. aUil

It will be practic- 


ally a small standing army, capable of 
suppressing disorder in any part of the 
state where such disorder does not as- 
sume too large a scale. In times past 
it has been necessary to use the state 
militia for months at a time in dis- 
turbed districts. This use of the mil- 
itia, while justified because of the ab- 
sence of any other force, is hardly the 
proper function of the citizen soldiery. 
The militia force is intended. In addi- 
tion TO furnishing men for the defense 
of the country in time of war, to put 
down riots and great public disturb- 
ances which' (he civil authority has 
been unable to cope with. It.is unjust 
to crrpect militia to do guard duty for 
months at a time after the pressing 
and imminent clanger of mob violence 
has passed. 
Tbe new state constab- 


ulary of Pennsylvania is intended to 
perform just such duty as it is not fair 
or proper to impose on the volunteer 
militia. 


In recruiting the nrw constabulary 


force Pennsylvania has made merit The 
sole test of employment. All politics 
and favoritism have been ignored, so 
tbat the experiment has been inaug- 
urated under most favorable auspices. 
The idea of a stpie constabulary is not 
a new one. 
Texas 
maintained 
the 


Texas state rangers for years, and sti 1 
maintains a portion of that 
force. 


Louisiana also maintained a state po- 
lice in reconstruction times, but it was 
rendered odious because it was tvssd 
for political purposes and to oppress 
(lie people, v.-ho eventually rarolteX 
and Gesiroyed it..
